States Navy Secretary, said 
that thirty minutes’ warning of 
the Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbour would have made 
“all the difference in the 
world, says a Reuter telegram 
from Annapolis last night. He 
disclosed that the third and 
final wave of Japanese bombers 
met such a devastating barrage 
that it was turned away without 
hitting a single objective. 


The Japanese assault on Pearl 
Harbour, Colonel Knox said, was 
“a damning account of infamous 


treachery—such as has never been 
recorded in the world’s history.” But 
“if we had studied Japan’s record in 
the war against Russia, when in a 
similar manner they descended i 
the Russian Fleet at a moment when 
those two nations were still at peace, 
and destroyed that fleet without 
warning—if we had studied that and 
remembered that we would not have 
been surprised." 

The Senanene attack, nevertheless, 
served a useful purpose, because it 
drove home “ with frightful force upon 
the minds of our military leaders of 
never under-estimating the enemy's 
boldness and resourcefulness, and upon 
the civilian population it drove home 
with a sense of horror the treachery of 
the foe we must defeat. 
‘This gave us what we had to have 
and now have—a completely unitea 
country for the prosecution of the war 
to a successful conclusion.”’ 


“VICTORY WILL COME” 
In addition to Britain, China and 
Russia, the smaller nations which had 
joined the Allied front had each “a 
valuable contribution to make to the 
common cause,” and the underground 
activities of the populations of the 
occupied areas ‘‘ have already created a 
new front in the heart of conquered 
Europe.”’ 
The Axis had an army which until re- 
cently swept all Europe before it, a 
large, well-trained Air Force, and “a 
very substantial fleet—at present by 
far the largest naval force in the 
Western Pacific, where most of the sea 
fighting will be done.” Nevertheless, 
victory would come to the United 
States and its Allies “ eventually and 
inevitably.’’ It will be ours, because, 
strong though our enemies are, we are 
stronger still. The United States is 
the greatest single economic force in 
the world to-day. With our Allies we 
can out-produce the Axis Powers in all 
materials of war—’planes, ships, tanks, 
guns.

NEW SCHOOLS AND 
SHOPS ORDERS

T XO Orders made by the 
Minister for Industry and 
Commerce are intended to ease 
the transport difficulties in the 
City of Dublin. Both come 


into operation on Ist January. 

One provides for the closing of shops 
not later than 5.30 p.m. every evening, 
except Saturdays and Sundays; the 
other provides for the opening of 
schools for the admission of children 
not earlier than 10 a.m. in the case of 
National Schools. and schools giving 
elementary education, and not, earlier 
than 9.20 a.m, in the case of secondary 
and other schools. 

Owing to the inability of the public 
transport companies, because of fuel 
and other difficulties, to meet the de- 
mand made on them, especially around 
the “‘peak’’ periods of 9 in the morn- 
ing and 6 in the afternoon, it is pro- 
posed to adopt this means of altering 
the hours at which certain classes of 
persons will require to travel to and 
from the city. The morning trouble 
is caused mainly by school children 
travelling by ‘bus, and the evening by 
shop staffs and shoppers. The decision 
now arrived at is a result of discué- 
sions between officers of the Depart- 
ment, representatives of organised 
workers and employers and the trans- 
port organisations concerned. 

The Order regarding shops does not 
apply to those engaged in selling food 
for human consumption, drink, tobacco, 
newspapers, chemists’ commodities, 
hair-dressers, pawnbrokers, garages, 
post offices, those making, selling and 
repairing boots and shoes, shops 
making dresses for women and children 
ov repairing same, selling fuel for 
domestic use, wallpaper and paints, 
selling or repairing bicycles, wireless 
sets, musical instruments, dyers and 
cleaners or launderers, photographers, 
shops selling religious articles, selling 
or ailse books or supplying funeral 
requisites. If any of these classes of 
business is carried on with other 
business they will not be exempted. 
The Shops Order applies to the whole 
of the County Borough area, so that 
enstomers may not be diverted from 
the city to the suburbs. 

The public are asked to facilitate 
the success of the scheme by arrangin 
their shopping expeditions at i 
hours as will enable them to return 
home before 5 o'clock p.m. 

The School Order does not apply to 
University or certain professional 
colleges.

OIL TRAIN ATTACKED 


How a petrol tanker train was parti- 
ally destroyed and two petrol lorries 
with trailers were set on fire during 
bombing and machine-gun attacks near 
Zuara, in Tripolitania by R.A.F. 
medium bombers on Wednesday, is de- 
scribed in a Press Association telegram, 
One Blenheim swooping to bomb the 
train flew into a flight of ducks, which 
broke the perspex on the cockpit, two 
ducks being killed and landing in the 
cockpit. Another Blenheim flew so 
low to machine-gun petrol lorries that 
it took away a piece of a palm tree. 

The train consisted of the engine, 
three petrol tankers and six coaches.

In those days the assumption 
was that the assailant of the 


fortress would come from overseas, and 
be constrained to force a landing in 
face of a local fleet of considerable 
force. It was never contemplated that 
the assailant would be already in force, 
and in practically undisputed posses- 
sion of all the neighbouring regions of 
China. What is being defended now is 
really the island of Hongkong; not the 
port and its facilities. No lengthy 
defence of Kowloon, on the mainland, 
has been possible in the altered circum- 
stances. And with Kowloon has auto- 
matically gone the airfield eastward of 
there. This airfield, however, is use- 
less to the Japanese, because it is 
exposed to close-range artillery fire 
from the island. 

It seems likely that Hongkong will 
not be possible to isolate ccanplataty. 
Contact should certainly be possible by 
seaplane and submarine, and it is likelv 
that occasional fast surface craft could 
make the journey. Certainly from 
Manila a light cruiser could come well 
under the twenty-four hours. Indeed, 
the situation of Hongkong will have a 
certain similarity to that of Tobruk. 
It cannot be simply left there, while 
a formal attack presents serious diffi- 
culty. 


PEARL HARBOUR 


We have now authentic information 
as to the losses incurred by the U.S. 
Navy at Pearl Harbour in the first 
Japanese attack. The sunk battleship 
proves to have been Arizona, a very 
fine and powerful ship. She had been 
extensively modernised anc was quite 
well able to “Jie in the liue’’ in any 
ccmpany (35,000 tons, 12 14-inch guns, 
21 knots and the usual heavy American 
armour). The older Oklahoma can be 
righted and repaired, but only after an 
appreciable interval of time. 
three lost destroyers—Cassin, Downes 
and Shaw—were sister ships of 1,500 
tons, and 364 knots, with a powerful 
gun and torpedo armament, and the 
truly American cruising radius. of 
6,000 m‘les. They had been four years 
in service, The mine-layer, Oglala, 
was a converted coasting steamer. She 
Was a real guccess in her new róle— 
having been one of the crack mine- 
layers of the North Sea barrage in the 
last war. Apparently there was other 
damage as well, and, altogether, the 
loss inflicted is very similar to that 
occasioned at Port Arthur in February, 
1904—i.e., two battleships and a cruiser 
disabled. Probably we should not give 
all the credit to Japanese aircraft; the 
particulars ndw ascertained ‘about the 
pocket submarines show them to be 
potentially very formidable in closed 
waters, 

The latest information is that Japan 
is withdrawing more troops from China 
—this time from. Shansi, the moun- 
tainous province in the great elbow of 
the Yellow River. This should release 
a considerable Chinese force; because 
an important army—stated to be as 
large as 300,000—has been holding 
Tung-Kwan opposite the angle of the 
bend. At the moment, of course, the 
Chinese forces have only a very limited 
offensive value: they lack altogether 
the types of arms suitable for mounting 
any importantattack. For all that, the 
mere following-up of a Japanese with- 
drawal has a definite value. The Chinese 
Generals have shown a very sound 
grasp of the situation as a whole. 
Their attacks in the Canton-Kowloon 
region are a proof of this—even 
though only limited relief accrues to 
Hongkong thereby. There is always 
the possibility that Japan in Asia— 
like Germany in Europe—may spread 


further than is really advisable.

ALTERNATIVE PLANS 


The accompanying sketch plan may 
enable readers to visualise the out- 
lines of four sets of proposals which 
have been subjects of eXpert examina- 
tion and public discussion.

DEPUTATIONS TO CITY 


MANAGER 


When it became known that the 
Corporation proposed to proceed with 
the Watermill lane plan the City 
Manager received deputations from the 
Clontarf Parish Council and the 
Marine Lake Conference. The latter 
body—formed, more than ten years 
ago, to advocate the provision of an 
adequate regatta course and aquatic 
sports arena—included representatives 
of the Metropolitan Regatta Committee, 
the Tailteann Games Council, the Irish 
Tourist Association, and of various 
boating and swimming associations. 

Having ‘recalled the Government 
Committee's proposal that the Corpora- 
tion might proceed with the project 
outlined in paragraph number (2) 
above, with the assistance of a grant 
of £200,000 from State Unemployment 
Funds, and ‘the Corporation’s failure 
to proceed with the work six years ago, 
the derztation submitted the view that 
the construction of an embankment at 
Watermill Lane would defeat the whole 
purposes to which the Conference's 
energies had been addressed for several 
years. The miniature lake would be 
useless for regatta events or Tailteann 
competitions. As an attraction to 
tourists, or as an addition to the 
general amenities of the city, its value 
would be negligfble. The deputation 
would be prepared to consider any com- 
gae Pay such as had been suggested 

y the Jrish Builder and Engineer; but 
adhered to the view that the original 
plan, as modified by agreement be- 
tween the engineers of all bodies con-

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COMPROMISE PROPOSALS 


City Manager has suggened t the 
Conference representatives should con- 
sider a compromise under which the 
proposed embankment and carriage- 
way at Watermill lane would be aban- 
doned in favour of a low retaining wall 
on the same site. Later, when materials 
are more readily available, the tem- 
porary wall could be removed and the 
site chosen for a permanent structure. 

Pending the Conference’s reply to 
that suggestion, the Builder and 
Engineer continues to urge that more 
satisfactory compromise would be the 
construction of a permanent embank- 
ment at, or near, the intermediate point 
shown on the sketch plan now repro- 
duced. Once erected, temporary struc- 
tures tend to become permanent. 
A two-mile-long stretch would be 
sufficient for regatta purposes. A 
vehicular connection to the Bull 
Island from the junction of the new 
coastal drive with the main road to 
Howth would give direct access to hun- 
dreds of acres of grass-lands through 
which the new main drainage system 
is to pass, which lie adjacent to rail- 
way and ‘bus routes, and which are 
eminently desirable as residential areas. 
If the Corporation acquired, and built 
necessary accommodation roads on, 
these lands the revenue to be derived 
from their ground rents would go far 
to meet interest and sinking fund 
charges on the capital costs of con- 
structing the Marine Lake and improv- 
ing its surroundings. The lands 
suggested for acquisition lie imme- 
diately adjacent to St. Ann’s Estate, 
and to the coast road which is to re- 
place he disused tramway track. The 
proposed aceommodation roads are 
indicated by heavy lines on the accom- 
panying sketch plan. 

As to difficulties in obtaining 
materials for the construction of a per- 
manent embankment it is pointed out 
(1) that most of the necessary materials 
are locally procurable, (2) that two or 
three years, at least, will be required in 
which to build the new bridge and dam 
at Dollymount, and to complete the

WOMEN IN THE 
LIBRARY 


For some time past there has been 
a considerable amount of agitation 
among the women students in College 
concerning the fact that they cannot 
study in the Library after six o clock, 
This, they affirm, places them at a 
definite disadvantage when it comes to 
exams. as the men-students have 
access to the Library for four more 
hours per day than the women. 

The Dublin University Elizabethan 
Society has for years past been advo- 
cating some sort of reform of this 
rule, but the authorities have always 
been reluctant to relax the six o’clock 
rule, except.on very special occasions, 
such as meetings of the Classical 
Society or the Gramaphone Society. 
Many —people 
were inclined 
to think that 
any attempt 
on the part of 
the women- 
students to 
obtain - an 
extension 
of their work- 
ing hours in 
the Library 
would be in 
vain. Some of 
the more re- 
actionary men- 
students went 
so far as to 
say that they 
hoped that Mr. R. B.D. Frexca. 
such an 
, attempt would be a failure, as the 
‘Library was always a _ haven of 
peace in the evening, when the women 
had left. Women, they say, clatter 
around the gallery in high-heeled 
shoes, whisper loudiy and sibilantly to 
each other, and are, on the whole, in- 
clined to regard the Library more as 
a social rendezvous than as a quiet 
‘place of learning. But, in spite 
of these many discouragements, and 
in defiance of the voice. of reaction, it 
is said that the women students are 
taking bold steps to remove their 
grievances. 

Remembering that the Provost has 
always been anxious, within reason- 
able limits, to improve the status of 
women in College, a deputation of 
women students appeared before him 
with the request that he should con- 
sider the admission of women to the 
Library until ten o'clock The Provost 
is said to have given the deputation a 
most sympathetic hearing, and it seems 
likely that. their requests may be 
granted. A system of clocking-in would 
have to be instituted, and the women 
would leave College together at ten 
o'clock.

Fortunes of War 


When one attempts to survey the vast 
theatre of the world war, a chaotic picture 
presents itself. Everywhere, from the 
Baltic to the Sea of Azov, and from the 
Black Sea to the Western Pacific, there 
is bitter fighting. Japan’s entry into the 
struggle . has ? 
incalculable element which complicates the 
immediate issue. The Japanese Govern- 
ment did not bother to declare war against 
the United States and the British Empire. 
It launched its attack without previous 
warning, with the result that the 
Americans were taken completely by sur- 
prise in Hawaii, their chief naval base in 
the Pacific, and the British were equally 
discomfited in Malaya, where’ the 
important airfield at Kota Bahru, in the 
northern portion of the peninsula, was 
damaged so badly in the first few hours 


| of the conflict that the Japanese were able 


to land, not only troops, but also tanks 
and armoured vehicles, almost without 
serious opposition. The full effects of 
Japan’s waiving of the customary formali- 
ties of warfare remain to be seen. Great 
Britain has lost two of her most valuable 
ships of war, and the American fleet in 
the Pacific has been weakened consider- 
ably. The Japanese have managed to 
land forces, not only in Malaya, where 
the position of Penang is in serious 
jeopardy, but also in Hong Kong, where 
a small British garrison seems to be fight- 
ing a hopeless battle. Throughout the 
Far East, and in the Pacific, the Japanese 
have seized the initiative, which counts 
for a great deal in modern war; and, 
although the British and Americans in 
the long run probably will have general 
superiority in the air and on the sea, if 
not also on land, they both have been 
caught, as it were, on the wrong foot, 
and the resourceful Japanese are making 
the most of their immediate opportunities. 
For the moment, the British are bearing 
the brunt of Japan’s offensive. In the 
absence of adequate naval support, the 
garrison of Hong Kong does not seem to 
have much chance of survival. In 
Malaya, Penang, which has considerable 
importance as a port, as well as a British 
settlement, hardly can hope to withstand 
the force of Japan’s attack for very long, 
particularly since the Japanese air force 
appears to have established a local 
superiority. Singapore remains the 
bastion and the bulwark of British power 
in the Far East. From the British point 
of view, everything depends on its 
retention. Reputedly, it is by far the 
strongest fortress in the world, and it 
is believed to be impregnable. After what 
happened in regard to the Maginot Line 
in France eighteen months ago, however, 
public opinion throughout the British 
Commonwealth hardly will be satisfied 
with a mere. dependence on the fortifica- 
tions of Singapore. Australia, in par- 
ticular, is likely to be affected by the fate 


‘of the Malay peninsula; and the mis- 


givings of the entire Commonwealth are 
expressed by The Times, when it insists 
that ‘‘ every measure that ingenuity can 
devise, and energy can carry through, 
must be put into operation to ensure not 
only that the fortress and base remain 
intact, but also that they continue to fulfil 
their essential functions.”’ 

Admittedly, things are not going well 
for the Anglo-Saxon allies in the Far 
East. On the other hand, there has been 
a quite remarkable change in the situation 
nearer home; and, when all has been said 
and done, the main issue of the war is 
being, and must continue to be, fought 
out in the .Continent of Europe and on 
the shores of the Mediterranean. In 
North Africa the British, after a series of 
almost inexplicable blunders, seem at last 
to‘have taken the measure of the German 
General Rommel, whose armoured . divi- 
sions are’ reported to be in full retreat 
from Eastern Cyrenaica. The Germans 
in this area still are full of fight; but 
they are waging a losing battle, and, 
unless ‘something wholly unexpected 
happens, British domination of Libya can 
be only a matter of time. ‘The effect of 
General Auchinleck’s offensive on political 
developments in Turkey, France and 
Spain is bound to be very great. So far 
as the Germans are concerned, North 
Africa is only a “ side-show.’’ Even if 
General Rommel’s entire command should 
be wiped out of existence to-morrow, Herr 
Hitler, who is reported to be resting at 
Berchtesgaden, need not lose a night’s 
sleep. His main preoccupation at present 
must be Russia. From the military point 
of view, the Russian campaign—although 
it has historic precedents—must be one 
of the most interesting of all time. It was 
undertaken by the German High Command 
in circumstances which at the moment 
seemed to be entirely favourable. Every- 
body knew that the Russians had a 
formidable army ; but few, if any, believed 
that it would be able to hold its own 
for long against the seasoned troops of 
Germany’s Wehrmacht, and the general 
opinion, even in Great Britain, was that 
the Germans would have taken possession 
of the Caucasian oil fields before the end 
of the present year, and would be in a 
position. to devote their undivided 
attention to an attack on England in the 
early spring. In the event, everybody’s 
calculations have been upset. After six 
months of embittered fighting, which must 
have cost Germany, as well as Russia, 
untold casualties, Moscow and Leningrad 
still are in Russian hands. Not only have 


41 the Russian armies not been annihilated ; 


but they have gone over to the offensive 
virtually along the whole front of more 
than twelve hundred miles. Only a few 
weeks ago, when the Germans. captured 
Rostov-on-Don, the fate of the Caucasus 
seemed to be settled.. Now the invading 
armies are in full retreat in the south. 
The terrible pressure on Moscow has been 
relieved; and even in the North Ritter 
von Leeb’s forces that were besieging 
Leningrad have been compelled to relax 
their grip. The Germans declare that 
their retreat is purely a strategic 
manceuvre; that their object is to

Home Defence 

The history of tho Home Guard in Great, 
Britain bears a strong family resemblance 
to that of the Local Defence Force: in 
the twenty-six counties... It began as a 


volunteer organisation, and hitherto has. 


remained so. Its membership of one-and- 
a-half millions bears roughly the same 
ratio to the total population of the United 
Kingdom that the strength of the L.D.F. 


bears to that of this State. It has possessed | 


grievances—grievances so familiar on this 
side of the Channel that a British news- 
paper article on the shortcomings of the 
Home Guard could apply, with only the 
mere change of name, to the corresponding 
force. It has endured the same vicissi- 
tudes, and for similar reasons. Just as 
inaction reduced the attendance at the 
average L.D.F. parade during the summer, 
so it reduced the attendance at the average 
Home Guard parade. There were the same 
growls that Army control was too rigorous, 
or too lax, according to the case in point. 
We have not the least doubt that the 
volunteer organisations in 
Russia and the United States have 
behaved, and have suffered, in a precisely 
similar fashion: where their fortunes have 
differed, it has been in proportion to the 
fluctuating fortunes of the respective 


countries. This is a neutral State, con- 


fronted with problems which are, at the’ 


same time, more complex and more 


capable of solution than those of a. 


belligerent nation. The L.D.F., as 
Minister after Minister has declared, 
and as everybody of intelligence can see 
for himself, has been a highly successful 
force. It has given nearly. a hundred 
thousand young Irishmen an elementary 
training in arms—and, in most instances, 
substantially more than an clementary 
training. It has created a sense of discip- 
line which is not confined to the actual 
members, and, what is equally important, 
it has inspired a sense of responsibility 
and of citizenship. When, and if, the 
time for action comes, the L:D.F. will be, 
as we believe, an extremely useful adjunct 
to the Army—a branch of the fighting 
forces that will not be less valuable 
because it is being trained to rely upon 
local knowledge and individual initiative 


rather than upon. the strict military 
virtues. Nevertheless, if its voluntary 


character has brought advantages, it also 
has brought liabilities. A volunteer force 
cannot be expected, in the nature of 
things, to retain the cohesion of a pro- 
It may possess 
keener enthusiasm, but it-is bound to be 
more loosely organised—if only because it 
has not the advantage of living in 
barracks. 

The United Kingdom, being at war. has 
employed drastic means to cure the ills— 
which indubitably exist—of the IHome 
Guard. It has applied conscription. 
From this week onward every man who 
is not in the regular Army, or in some 
rigorously’ exempted service, must join. 
Conscription, however, is not to be applied 
universally throughout the pation; where 
the Home Guard battalions are up to 
establishment, and parades are good, com- 
pulsion will not be brought to bear; it 
will be reserved for those regions which 
have shown either a reluctance io join up 
or conspicuous back-sliding in the matter 
of parades. I1t would be foolish to deny 
that many an officer of the L.D.F. has 
sighed for the introduction of similar 
powers into this country—or, at the least, 
has wondered why the thought does not 
appear to have entered the Government’s 
mind. The problems confronting the two 
countries, of course, are entirely different. 
England is at war, 
instances of compulsion which would be 
anathema to a nation at peace—even to 


‘a nation which, like our own, enjoys a 


precarious peace. Nevertheless, the uneasy 
thought remains, and rankles. It must 
rankle particularly in the mind of the 
L.D.F. man, whether officer or belonging 
to the “other ranks,’’ who has endured 
the burden and heat of the last eighteen 
months, and yet, as often as he goes for a 
route march with his company, must 
endure the sight of dozens of youths lining 
the pavements with their hands in their 
pockets. The number of these ‘‘ slackers,” 
to be sure, is diminishing: the récruiting 
campaign conducted by Ministers of the 
Government. and members of the Opposi- 
tion has not been without its effect. Yet 
the L.D.F. is not yet as strong as it ought 
to be, and we believe that if 
appeals do not create the desired result, 
the Government must have recourse to 
We can only hope that 
the necessity not arise, and 
that every possible opportunity will 
be given to the young men of this country 
to enlist, either in the Army or in the 
L.D.F., of their own free will. In the 
case of the latter force, the new uniforms 
will act as a stimulus; for it cannot be 
denied that things of this kind matter; 
and the certainty of a sufficiency of arms 
would be an immense encouragement. 
Nevertheless, if these inducements fail, the 
Government will be compelled to reconsider 
its attitude, as the belligerent Govern- 
ments have reconsidered theirs, Our need 
of man-power is not so much less insistent.

not developed into open conflict, as in 
Germany? Dr. Binchy gives two 
reasons. One is that the kingliness of 
the Italian nature prevails in spite of 
the efforts of theorists in high places 
to bedevil the life of the parishes. The 
simple Italian goes his way, shaking 
his head at the vagaries of the big 
men in the party headquarters. Here, 
indeed, we have the chief imponder- 
able, which offers hope of reconcilia- 
tion in the future. The common man 
may wear down the politician, Per- 
haps; but the worse course may follow 
from war conditions. Time will tell. 

The second factor which has masked 
the conflict between Church and State, 
if we understand Dr. Binchy aright, is 
the Fascist enthusiasm of many high 
clergy. This is the most important 
and the most delicate part of th* 
book. Dr. Binchy holds, as all Ireland 
held at the time, and as our spokes- 
man at the League clearly affirmed, 
that the Abyssinian war was morally 
unjustifiable. He thinks that it did 
untold harm to the Catholic cause in 
the world, owing to the popular, 
though erroneous, assumption that 
what is Italian is Catholic. 


The War Party 


Many high Italian ecclesiastics and 
clerical papers threw themselves on 
the side “ the war party. “This was 
not to the mind of the Pope, 
and Dr. Binchy boldly expresses 
regret for an utterance of the Hol 
Father at the end of the war whic 
seemed to all, save the keenest 
casuists, to amount to satisfaction at 
the Italian victory over the Abyssinian 
patriots. 


Papal Lands 


Dr. Binchy thinks well of the 
proposal that Majorca should be 
internationally recognised as extra- 
land, and the 
Papacy enabled to take up residence 
there during periods of international 
strifa Other writers have proposed 
Sydney, South America and Switzer- 
land as suitable retreats for the Pope, 
though objections to all these aré 
obvious. Dr. Binchy does not mention 
the dream of some, that Ireland may 
become the home of the successor of 
Peter. 

From this summary and commentary 
the teaming interest of Dr. Binchy’s 
book may be judged. 

The present reviewer differs with the 
author strongly in some of his opinions ; 
but to debate them would be to extend 
& review to an essay of five times the 
space available. Suffice it to. close 
with the same words as the book itself, 
which Dr. Binchy quoted from Pope 
Pius XI. at the moment when he took 
the bold departure of the Lateran 
agreement: ‘‘ The: future is in the 
hands of God—and, therefore, in good 
hands.”

R. MUIRHEAD has written a very 
M ‘* meaty ” book, full of interest- 
ing suggestions for the mould- 
ing of a new and better world out of 
the ruins of that which is being‘ shat- 
tered in the present war. Some of his 
lans are revolutionary, but not any 
ess valuable on tisat account. He has 
looked at the problem from the point 
of view of a Briton, but not on that 
account from a point of view that sees 
only the needs of Great Britain in the 
shape of things to come. At the same 
time, his ideas about Britain’s part and 
lace in the new world are especially 
interesting. 

There must be greater equilibrium 
in the distribution of the Empire’s 
populations, and a consequent more 
even distribution of its wealth. ‘‘ It 
is: neither strategically, economically 
nor politically desirable,’’ writes Mr. 
Muirhead, ‘‘ that so large a proportion 
of the wealth and population of the 
British Empire should be centred in 
London. . . . Europe’s danger of ulti- 
mate domination by the Totalitarian 
States and its post-war economic con- 
ditions, likely to cause strife and un- 
rest for years to come, point to the 
necessity that the British Isles should 
no longer be the heart of a great 
Empire. Accordingly Britain should 
preserve her democratic principles and 
her Empire by translating the nerve. 
centre to her own great Dominion of 
Canada.”’ 

The author thinks-that the world of 
the future will require the League of 
Nations more than ever; but to estab- 
lish European co-operation a re- 
organised [League would have to be 
divorced from all ce treaties and 
war guilt. It would have to initiate 
gradual limitation of armaments, and 
to outline by stages the gradual and 
adjustment of immediate

To return to the subject oí Cézanne’s 
book of letters, [ am not sure. that I 
like this idea of collecting the personal 
Jetters of great men and _ publishing 
them en ‘masse’ posthumously, Ad- 
mittedly there is much in (them of 
interest from a documentary point of 
view, and it is fascinating ‘to watch 
the progress of people like Renoir, 
Pissarro and Emile. Zola, as it were, 
from a front seat; nevertheless,. I 
cannot: help “getting the feeling “that, I 
am eavesdropping’ in a private conver: 
sation. 

It would be all right to publish the 
letters of some great men; many of 
them, I feel sure, wrote all their ‘per- 
sonal letters—as well as their diaries— 
with a view to. possible publication at 
a later date. and some of them, I 
suspect, even went so far as to drop 
sundry veiled hints about the identity 
of the people mentioned in the letters. 
to make matters easier for the unhappy 
man who eventually would have to 
edit the letters and provide explanatory 


footnotes.

INCE its foundation some 3550 
S ears ago, Trinity College, 
Dublin, has played a part of 
major importance in the Church of 
Iréland.

This is well apparent from the 
College Statutes as written out by 
Bedell during his Provostship, when 
one learns that Hebrew, as well fas 
Latin and Greek,.was studied. by all 
classes of students, and that at the 
examination for the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts the candidates were required 
to be able to translate into Latin the 
whole of the Greek Testament, to have 
a knowledge of Hebrew grammar, and 
to: be able to translate the first two 
Psalms from Hebrew into Latin. 

Also, it was clearly understood that 
the education of the students was by 
no means complete with this, but that 
in order to pass out as full graduates 
that they must take the degree of 
Master in Arts, “the exercises for 
which varied, but. might include an 
ability to prelect in Hebrew or to give 
a theological. disguisition. 

Biblical and other Divinity Lectures 
also were provided for from the earliest 
days oí the college. This was but the 
beginning of what was to become, with 
rodifications and adaptations, the chief 
Divinity School of the Church of Ire- 
land. 

Dr. Oulton has sketched briefly, but 
thoroughly, the rise of this school to 
its present day eminence, touching, 
too, briefly at times for the reader, 
on such scholars as Salmon, Bernard 
and Gwynn. 

But the whole paper is most interest- 
ing, and one can only hope that it is 
but the prelude to a major opus where- 
in all. the points hinted at so tempt- 
ingly will be more fully expounded.

In his introduction 
and Prologue Mr. Murry rather leads 
one. to expect a “ little play,” an im- 
pression which is rather developed 
upon discdvering that the characters 
are all called by such names as ‘‘Cinna- 
mon. Prince of Peppercorns; Mace; 
Majoram; Angelica, Prince of Cloves; 
Caraway and Vanilla Bean,” One is, 
therefore, rather surprised to discover 
that the play deals with the war be- 
tween the Peppercorns and the Cloves, 
including many comprehensive discus- 
sions in verso on the art of ruling, on 
war and peace and several ‘other lofty 
subjects, ends upon a note of real 
tragedy, and is written throughout in 
the rather static manner of classical 
tragedy.

CHRISTMAS RAILWAY 
PASSENGER TRAFFIC 


ACCOMMODATION LIKELY 
FOR ALL 


Is there a possibility that intending 
long-distance passengers from Dublin 
will be unable to visit their homes in 
the country this Christmas because 
seating accommodation on the only 
available train has already been booxed 
by people travelling a comparatively 
short distance? 

The answer is “ No.” 

A railway official told an Zrish Times 
reporter yesterday that, while it was 
quite possible that an intending 
passenger to Cork, for instance, might 
fail to get accommodation on the 
Christmas Eve train, it would not be 
due to the occupation of seats by 

eople travelling to Newbridge, 
Kildare or Maryborough, but to the 
weight of traffic for Cork. 
‘ «Every train that leaves Dublin,” 
he explained, “is divided into 
sections, each section being destined to 
a different centre, and bookings are 
made on the accommodation available 
for each centre. In practice it is the 
experience that the traffic for inter- 
mediate stations is virtually negligible, 
the tendency of Christmas travel being 
from Dublin to the provincial centres. 
Apart from that, there is a certain 
quality of elasticity which would 
render it highly unlikely that even one 
Corkman would be unable to travel 
because one Kildareman had a seat 
booxed.”’ 

Bookings for the Christmas Eve 
trains have now been completed. 


FEIS CEOIL SYLLABUS 


The Syllabus for next year’s Feis 
Ceoil is now available at all music 
shops, or from the offices of the Asso- 
ciation, 37 Molesworth street, Dublin. 
The festival will take place in the week 
May lith to 16th next at the usual 
halis in Lower Abbey street. All the 
long-established competitions will be 
held. It is hoped that the Charles 
Wilson Prize for operatic ensemble will 
attract big numbers, especially as so 
many musical societies are now per- 
forming light opera. 

A special event this year—the bi- 
centenary year of the first performance 
of the ‘‘Messiah’’ in Dublin—is the 
inclusion of a competition for the 
singing of two songs by Handel. 

There are three new competitions in 
the Ceol Naisiunta (National Music) 
Section, these being (a) choirs of 


' Jadies’ voices (unaccomp.); (b) three- 


part primary schools choirs (boys or 
girls), for silver cup presented by the 
Minister for Education (Mr. Thomas 
Derrig) ; and (c) three-part secondary 
school choirs, also for cup presented by 
the Minister. On the instrumental side 
there is a new competition—namely, 
junior pianoforte duet (one piano, four 
hands). 

There are two new competitions open 
to composers, the first being for 
arrangemient of Irish Air for Vocal 
Solo, with Irish or English words, and 
piano accompaniment, and, the second, 
arrangement of Irish Air for ’Cello and 
Piano. In addition, there are the com- 
petitions for the Milligan Fox Medal, 
for best original unaccompanged three- 
part song with Irish words, suitable 
for school choirs, and the Dr. Annie 
Patterson Medal, for the best setting 
of two Gaelic songs of contrasting 
character for voice, with small Irish 
harp accompaniment. 

Entries for the Composition classes 
must be received not later than 16th 
April, but for the other events the 
closing date is 1st April next. 


EXCEEDING COAL RATION 


FINES IN WATERFORD 
CASES 


At Waterford District Court yester- 
day, District Justice MacCabe gave his 
decision in the cases of seven defen- 
dants from the Dunmore East district, 
and one from Dunkitt, Co. Kilkenny, 
who were charged with contravening 
the Emergency Powers (Coal Ration- 
ing) Order, by, as alleged, accepting 
divers of more than their stipulated 
allowances. It will be remembered that 
the defence was that these parties 
received accumulated rations, and that 
delivery was delayed by the fact that 
coal ordered in January did not“arrive 
until May last. 

Thomas Shipsey, coal merchant, Dun- 
more, who is also secretary and general 
manager of the Waterford Harbour 
Board, was summoned for selling the 
‘alleged excessive quantities of coal to 
the other defendants. 

It was announced in Court that, in 
agreement with the District Justice’s 


suggestion last court day, that the 


defendants should contribute to local 
charities. _ The vendor, Mr. Shipsey, 
had handed in a cheque for two guineas 
in aid of the Waterford Dinner Fund. 

District Justice MacCabe said he now 
regretted having made such a sugges- 
tion. The Department of Supplies was 
entitled to look to the Court for the 
fullest measure of support in carrying 
out these important Emergency Orders, 
and would receive such support from 
him in all proper cases, which the 
present ones were not. 

Thomas Shipsey was fined 1s. in each 
of eight summonses and 2s. costs. The 
remaining defendants were also fined 
1s., a proportionate part of witness’s 
expenses, and 2s. cost of summons in 
each case. Two other defendants were 
fined 5s. last court day. 

The case against the Rev. F. J. 
Jameson, Dunmore East, was dismissed, 
as the coal was ordered for the Church 
Body. .

| OCCUPATION OF 
TIMOR 


PORTUGUESE PREMIER'S 
PROTEST 


ISBON, Friday.—The Portuguese 
I. Government “is studying the 
possibilities of reinforcing the 
garrison of Timor in order to establish 
peace in that area,’’ Dr. Salazar, Portu- 
guese Premier to-day told a packed 
sitting of the National Assembly. 

“ The Timor inquiry is not yet ended, 
but must be ended,” he said. ‘‘ The 
Government will then inform the 
country of the measures that it will 
be necessary to take.” 

Dr. Salazar said that the disembark- 
ing troops had the conviction that they 
were operating with the permission of 
the Portuguese Government and in 
their interests. The Portuguese Govern- 
ment immediately endeavoured to put 
the situation in the correct perspective, 
but, unhappily, the friendly sentiments 
manileuane by the British and Dutch 
Governments could not modify this 
situation. The Portuguese Government 
was conscious of having proceeded with 
an exact sensibility of the duties 
imposed by the alliance with Britain 
and of the sovereign rights of Portugal. 

“What we, a small and weak 
country, are not allowed to do is 
equally not permitted to the govern- 
ments of great Empires, and they are 
not permitted to fail to distinguish 
between a service and an offence. They 
are also not permitted to confound 
quickness of movement with precipita- 
tion. The first would have allowed 
negotiations to proceed respecting 
other people’s rights; the second led 
them to invade the territory of 4 
neutral, a friend and an ally.”— 
(Reuter. ) 

According to an Associated Press 
message, Dr. Salazar told the Portu- 
guese people that Portugal had agreed 
to study collaboration with the British 
and Dutch authorities in the event of 
an actual attack on Portuguese Timor, 
but this project was never carried out. 

Dr. Salama, who was welcomed with 
great enthusiasm, asserted that, while 
the conversations were still progress- 
ing, Australian and Dutch troops 
invaded the territory of a ‘“‘ friendly 
and loyal ally of Britain, acting prect- 
pitately.’’ He added: “ I have decided 
to inform the nation on a situation 
which has not been settled yet. Dis- 
cussions are still going on, and I shall 
disclose further developments later.” 

MADRID, Friday — Senor Serrano 
Suner, Spanish Foreign Minister, con- 
ferred successively with Sir -Samuel 
Hoare, British Ambassador; the Papal 
Nuncio, and the Japanese Minister, 
after he had been informed by the 
Portuguese Minister, Senor Poro 
Teotonio Pereira of the Allied occupa- 
tion of Timor. 

Earlier, says Reuter, Dr. Teotonio 
Perfira, the Portuguese Ambassador, 
called on the Spanish Foreign Minister 
to notify him officially of the occupa- 
tion of Timor. 

The Ambassador informed the 
Spanish Foreign Minister that, accord- 
ing to the declaration of Dr. Salazar 
to the National Assembly on this sub- 
ject, Portugal is demanding the with- 
drawal of the occupying troops from 
Timor.

The 
latter stated that they were after 
having a bit of an accident. Her 
brother complained of pains in his 
head, and Dr. Kennedy dressed his 
injured shoulder and put him to bed.

ENNIS MURDER - 
CHARGE 


WIDOW AND DAUGHTER 
FOR TRIAL 


T Ennis yesterday Mrs. Sarah 
A Madigan, of Dough, Kilkee, and 


her daughter, Norah, were 
returned for trial to the Central 
Criminal Court, charged with the 


murder of Patrick Madigan, County 
Council road ganger and Fusband of 
Mrs. Madigan. 

The State alleged that Madigan vas 
poisoned by strychnine administered in 
food, which he took from home in 4 
message bag and ate for his cinner 
on November 23rd last. It was also 
“mf by the State that Mrs. 
Madigan made a statement that she 
obtained two supplies of strychnine td 
poison a grey cat that was killing her 
chickens. 

Sergeant Carroll, Kilkee, gave evi- 
dence that in a message bag he had 
found a white cloth containing a paper 
bag, in which were dry tea and sugar. 
He had searched Madigan’s house on 
the 24th September, and found no 
traces of poison. He had conducted a 
formal search within a radius of three 
hundred: yards of Madigan’s house 
looking for the dead body of a cat, 
but failed to find any. 


POISON FOUND 


Mr. John Kearns, State Analyst, in 
evidence said that he analysed the 
contents of jam jars received from 
Dr. J. McGrath, State pataologist, 
and in two of them found traces of 
strychnine. 

“That,” said prosecuting counsel, 
‘‘was in the stomach and stomach 
contents of the deceased.’’ 

Continuing his evidence, witness 
said that in portion of the liver and 
lung he found traces of strychnine. 
It would be impossible to say what 
was the total amount of strychnine 
in the organs. He also found traces 
of strychnine in an extract from the 
cloth bag in the message bag contain- 
ing the tea and sugar, but no trace of 
ow in the message bag itself. 

r, ©. Hickey, Medical Officer, 
Kilkee, stated in evidence he was 
called to see Patrick Madigan on 23rd 
November. He found him pone 
spasms, during one of which he got 
blue in the face and vomited. He had 
not given him any treatment, but 
went to ‘phone for his ambulance, and 
when he got back Madigan was dead.

“KEEPING DUBLIN CLEAN 
AND PLEASANT” 


“Civic pride and civic responsibility 
are fine qualities. They are, indeed, a 
basis on which, right back to the days 
of the Roman Empire, not only great 
cities, but also great peoples stand, or 
from which they fall,” said the Lord 
Mayor of Dublin (Alderman P. 8S.

DR. KIDD - 


These Portorans had passed over into 
the Great Beyond. Now he turned to 
one who, though himself not an .Old 
Portoran, loved this school no less, 
and the accumulation of whose work 
and services to this school could not 
be measured in human words. Happily, 
he was still with them, and they 
trusted and prayed that he might soon 
recover from the long and painful 
illness through which he had been pass- 
ing and bearing with that great 
courage and cheerfulness with which 
he had always been associated. He 
referred to their former’ medical 
officer, Dr. Leonard Kidd. He resigned, 
as they knew, his post of medical 
officer at the g agua of this term, 
a post which he had probably held for 
more years than any other medical 
oficer  m public school history. 
Perhaps, when he told them that Ea 
had known six Headmasters of this 
school they would realise the Jength 
and impressiveness of his services here. 
No words of his could express all that 
they owed to him or the admiration 
they had for him. Already, under the 
able brush of Mr. Rene Thuyns, a 
large portrait of him was now taking 
rhape, and which would shortly hang 
in the School Dining Hall, and he 
hoped that he might then be well 
enough to come there tó unveil this 
portrait of himself, which would for- 
ever serve, although that should 
hardly be necessary, to remind old 
hovs of their guide, philosopher and 
frend. (Applause.) Somewhere in the 
poems of Kipling these lines 
appeared :— 

“ And no one shall work for mone 

And no one shall work for fame.” 

Leonard Kidd could, if he had so 
willed, acquired a goodly store of 
both in the common sense that they 
usually attributed to wealth and fame, 
but he. spurned both. His mission was 
ever to heal and without regard to 
jnoney or fame, and, in consequence, 
he accumulated that greatest of all 
wealth—undying gratitude and fame 
for his deeds of mercy, compassion, of 
skill. (Applause.) Thanks to his work 
and care they might . say that the 
health of this school was up to the 
former high standards, and they were 
saved from any epidemics. 

When they came to speak 
men, invariably they found their 
words quite imadequate, and they 
found themselves burrowing back into 
and borrowing from the words of 
Wiliam Shgkespeare. 

And so le him conclude his remarks 
sbopt their former M.O, by saying: 
“He was a man taking all for all; 
I shall not look upon his like again.”’ 
To fill his post there came an old 
Portoran—Dr. M. E, M‘Brien, and to 
him in his important work they offered 
their sincere good wishes, and their 
confidence that he would carry on the 
great tradition. (Applause.) 

Ur. Kidd had asked him to give his 
farewell message to the boys: 

. Love life and use it well. Floreat, 
ortora. 

No man has ever lived more fully 
tp to that motto. (Applause.)

Reserved judgment was given in a case

MEATH HOUNDS 


These hounds had a run-of good sport 
this week. From the meet at Robinstown 
on the 10th hounds had an excellent day. 
The best hunt was from Bengerstown. 
Hounds’ ran through a good deal of Louth 


territory before losing their fox near Foots. 


town covert, after a rousing 55 minutes. 
Thursday, lith, saw hounds at Kil- 
messan. The fox left Cuftistown before 
hounds opened and crossed the railway, 
running a few fields towards the Bective 
road before turning parallel with it. Re- 


crossing the line, the fox set ont for the 
refuge he had found on the last occasion. 
Within a fieki of this hole he turned away 
from the Curtistown road back right- 
handed. This. manceuvre caused a welcome 
check, which enabled the field to get on 
terms. On hitting off the Jine, hounds again 
ran hard up wind to the watery lane, 
where again they checked. Righted, they 
ran very fast through Ardbraccan to the 
Trim road, and continued to the Boycetown 
river, Coming out on the Galtrim road, 
near Freffans Gate, they turned down the 
sand hills to the old point-to-point grand- 
stand, where they re-crossed the road. Down 
wind, hounds could make very little head- 
way. and eventually lost their fox in Ard- 
Hounds spent a long time in Kil- } 


carty, finally potting their fox into a 


badger earth, Galtrim did not hold. but 
the old customer was at home in Trotters. 
After a dash across the new Land Com- 
mission banks in Freffane he re-crossed the 
double, and set his mask for Sunimerhill. 
Hounds were eventually stopped at Spring 
Valley before they could enter the demesne. 


On Monday, 15th, hounds met at Lus- 


town Cross and proceeded to Waringstown, 
which was blank. From Roanstown hounds 
pushed their fox across the river to the 
main road. Turning back, he ran through 
Polleban towards the covert. Skirting it, 
he crossed the Blackhall road and ran fast 
through Ballymagiasson to the Red road 
and on through Cullendragh towards Cre- 
more. Turning away from the old covert, 
hounds ran more slowly over the river into 
Gaulstown, and, finally, had to give up near 
the Hatchet. 


fox from Colestewn crossed in full 


Returning 
the way he had come, he went through the 
covert to Barstown and made good his 
escape in a ploughed field, which held no 
scent. Drawn again the fox slipped away

The secretary (Mr. Joseph Kelly) 
read the notice convening the meeting 
and the auditors’ report. The directors’ 
report and the accounts were taken as 
‘* read.’’ 

The. Chairman, in moving the 
adoption of the report and accounts, 
said: Gentlemen, to-day we present to 
you the fourteenth annual report of 
this company. The report and accounts 
have been in your hands for the re- 
quired period, and with your permis- 
sion I shall take them as “‘read.”’ 

The financial strength of the com- 
pany has been well maintained during 
the year, and your directors are grati- 
fied to be able to increase the alloca- 
tions from profits towards the statutory 
dividend. After paying interest on 
£500,000 of State-Guaranteed Mortgage 
Bonds, at what is nowadays the high 
rate of 5 per cent., the company is 
contributing towards dividend out of 
its profits for the second half of the 
financial year a sum equivalent to 4 
per cent. on the “A” shares, other 
than those held by the Minister for 
Finance. For the first half of the year 
our contribution was at the rate of %) 
per cent. Taking our working capita 
of £1,000,000 as a whole, the company 
has been able to pay interest for the 
financial year at an average rate of 
3.17 per cent., and this I think you will 
agree is a reasonably creditable per- 
formance in view of all the vicissitudes 
through which we and the great 
industry upon which we depend have 
passed since this company was formed, 


ADVERSE FACTORS 


The year now drawing to its close 
has ‘been over-shadowed by two major 
adverse influences—the war in Europe 
and the outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease. As its duration lengthens, the 
war creates fresh scarcities and 
exaggerates those which are. already 
causing difficulties for the agricultural 
community. Lack of building materials 
deprives farmers of opportunity to 
repair existing premises or to erect new 
structures, All kinds of fertilisers are 
now in very short supply, and it must 
prove a cause of great concern to us 
if the fertility of our land should de- 
cline because of the want of manure, 
either minera' or organic. All the 
ordinary necessaries of the farm are 
becoming more difficult to obtain. and 
farmers will have to display much in- 
genuity in finding alternative methods 
of providing for their own needs if they 
are to carry on their industry as 
heretofore. 

The outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease in February brought our live- 
stock trade to a standstill, and in con. 
sequence many farmers found great 
difficulty in meeting their commitments 
It is a matter for congratulation that 
this outbreak of disease has been 
eradicated after eight months of un- 
remitting effort by the authorities 
engaged in combating its extension, 
The oe of slaughter has again 
proved effective, and in the present 
state of our knowledge must remain 
the cheapest method of fighting this 
menace to live-stock. | 

It would be surprising if the difB. 
culties and disturbances to which I 
have referred did not affect the volume 
of new business transacted by the 
company during the year, and in fact 
the result has been a severe contraction 
in the number of applications received 
and in the number and amount of loans 
made. The number of new loans made 
during the year was only 945, for a 
total of £75,411, as compared with 
1,527 loans totalling £115,998 in 1940, a

EARNING CAPACITY 


The net result, as shown by the 
balance sheet, is that the total of loans 
outstanding has fallen by some £28,000, 
while cash and investments have cor- 
respondingly increased. In common 
with other financial institutions in the 
country, we are faced with the pros- 
a of a gradual accumulation of 
lunds which cannot easily be invested 
in productive enterprises, and unless 
the trend changes our earning capa- 
city is bound to be affected as time 
goes on.

justification and advocated that they 
should be modified. I trust, therefore,

their many cares and preoccupations, 
will be able to find the time to imple- 
ment the recommendations of the 
Commission relating to the company. 

From the standpoint of weather, the 
year has been favourable. Drought 
in the earlier period gave rise to some 
apprehension and caused a loss of milk 
in dairying districts. The. yield of 
wheat has not been as high as that 
hoped for, and it is probable that with 
a greater acreage sown we must be 
prepared for a further decline in the 
yield per acre. The other cereals and 
the potato crop have proved satisfac- 
tory, and in most districts the much- 
increased harvest has been safely 
threshed. 


USEFUL ASSETS 


It would be impossible to draw 
sclace from the present condition of 
world affairs and their repercussions 
upon our own country, but un- 
doubtedly the sacrifices imposed by the 
war are an inducement to clearer think- 
ing. Our people are fortunate in 
having an agricultural ype | capable 
even in an emergency of supplying all, 
or nearly all, of their primary needs 
for food, clothing and shelter. A 
fertile soil and favourable climate are 
far and away the most useful assets 
this country possesses, and accordingly 
our agricultural industry deserves all 
the help and consideration which the 
community can give it. We may yet 
have cause for a greater measure of 


enjoyed by our farmers, and I trust 
that when peace igs restored, and when 
the competing claims of various in- 
terests for preferential treatment are 
being weighed, it will not be forgotten 
that any presperity we may —_ to 
enjoy must be based upon an efficient 
and thriving agriculture. 

On your ‘behalf, I desire to extend 
to the staff our thanks for their loyal 
service during the year.

i the congratulations which he had ex- 


pressed last year on the successful out- 
ccme of the year’s operations. In spite

The true test of success is the train- 
ing of character, the making of a man 
of honour, a citizen, a devout 
Catholic, said the Archbishop of Tuam 
in an address on Thursday. ' Í empha- 
sise this all the more.” said Archbishop 
Walsh, “‘ because it seems a wrong 
spirit is creeping into (Be country.
